TP  HE  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  New 
JL  Westminster,  in  Council  assembled,  enact  as  fol- 
lows : — 

1.  Section  3 of  the  “Fire  Department  By-Law, 
1887,”  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  following  is  substi- 
tuted therefor  : — 

“ The  election  of  the  officers  mentioned  in  the  pre- 
ceding section  shall  take  place  once  every  year,  at  the 


name  time  and  place,  and  as  nearly  as  may  be  in  the 
same  manner,  as  the  election  for  Mayor;  provided 
that  such  election  shall  not  bo  valid  until  confirmed  by 
a resolution  of  the  City  Council  ; provided,  also,  that 
every  active  member  of  the  Fire  Department,  of  olio 
year’s  good  standing,  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  at 
such  election,  whether  otherwise  qualified  or  not;  and 
provided,  also,  that  any  person  who  is  possessed  ot 
real  estate  of  the  assessed  value  of  not  less  than  $">00 
within  the  city,  and  who  has  been  for  at  b ast  six 
months  next  preceding  such  election  a resident,  ol  the 
city,  shall  be  eligible  for  election  to  either  of  such

SLASHING  AND  CLEARING  BY-LAW. 

A liy-ha-w  to  provide  for  tin ■ slashing  of  standing 
timber  atui  the  burning  of  brash  within  certain 
limits  in  the  City  of  Ac  a Wesiininste/r . 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  that  all  standing  tim- 
ber should  be  cut  down  within  certain  limits 
in  the  said  city,  and  that  brush  and  other  inflammable 
materials  should  be  burned  or  removed  ; 

Therefore,  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of 
New  Westminster,  in  Council  assembled,  enact  as  fol- 
lows : — 

1.  Every  person  residing  on  or  being  the  owner  of 
real  property  within  the  limits  hereinafter  set  out 
shall  cause  to  be  slashed  or  cut  down  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  October,  1890,  all  standing  timber  and 
brush  on  the  land  which  he  or  she  may  occupy  or  own 
within  the  said  limits,  and  all  brush  on  such  land  shall 
be  piled  up  in  heaps  suitable  for  burning,  and  shall  be 
burned  under  direction  of  the  Board  of  Works  ; pro- 
vided that  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  set 
fire  to  any  such  material  between  the  first  day  of  May 
and  the  first  day  of  October  without  having  first 
obtained  permission  so  to  do  from  the  said  Board  of 
Works;  provided,  also,  that  fruit,  ornamental  and 
shade  trees  and  shrubs  may  remain  standing,  and  that, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Works,  any 
living  tree  or  shrub  mky  be  left. 

2.  The  limits  referred  to  in  section  1 of  this  by-law 
are  included  within  the  following  boundaries: — On  the 
south,  the  Fraser  River;  on  the  west.  Sixteenth  Street; 
on  the  north,  Seventh  Avenue  ; on  the  east,  First 
Street. 

3.  Any  person  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  this  by-law,  or  any  of  them, 
shall  be  liable  to  a fine  not  exceeding  $50  on  conviction 
before  the  Mayor  or  Police  Magistrate,  or  any  Justice 
of  the  Peace  having  jurisdiction  in  the  said  city, 
which  may  be  recovered  in  a summary  manner  by  dis- 
tress and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  the  offender; 
or  to  imprisonment  for  any  period  not  exceeding  two 
months,  at  the  discretion  of  the  convicting  magistrate; 
and  in  case  of  such  refusal  or  neglect  the  Council  may 
order  the  cutting  and  burning  of  any  trees  or  brush 
which  may  be  cousidered  dangerous  at  the  expense  of 
the  person  owning  or  occupying  any  land  within  the 
aforesaid  limits,  and  may  collect  the  amount  of  such 
expense  in  the  same  way  as  municipal  taxes  are  col- 
lected under  the  “ New  Westminster  Act,  1888.”

rptlE  Reeve  and  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
JL  Municipality  of  Chilliwhack  enact  as  follows  : — 
1.  From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  by-law  every 
person  using  or  following  any  of  the  trades,  occupa 
tions,  professions  or  businesses  hereinafter  mentioned 
within  the  limits  of  the  Municipality  of  Chilliwhack 
shall  take  out  a periodical  license  as  herein  mentioned, 
paying  therefor  in  advance  to  the  Collector  of  the 
Municipality  such  sum  as  is  hereinafter  specified. 

*2.  No  person  shall  carry  on,  use,  practise  or  exercise 
any  trade,  occupation,  business  or  profession  hereafter 
enumerated  without  having  fix-st  taken  out  and  had 
granted  to  him  the  necessai'y  license  in  that  behalf, 
under  a penalty  not  exceeding  $250.00  for  every  such 
offence,  together  with  costs;  and  such  penalty  and 
costs  shall  be  recoverable  by  distress  and  sale  of  the 
goods  and  chattels  of  the  offender,  and  in  default  of 
sufficient  distress  being  found  by  imprisonment  for  any 
period  not  exceeding  three  months: 

(a. ) Every  person  vending  spirituous  or  fermented 
liqixors  by  retail,  one  hundred  dollars  for  every  six 
months  for  each  house  or  place  where  such  vending  is 
carried  on  ;

1.  In  the  construction  of  this  by-law  the  term 
“ animal  ” or  “ animals  ” shall  extend  to  and  include 
any  one  or  more  of  the  following,  viz. : — Stallions  or 
uncastrated  colts  over  eight  months  old  ; bulls  or  bull 
calves  over  one  year  old  ; and  rams  over  five  months 
old. 

2.  That  five  Public  Pounds  shall  be  and  are  hereby 
established  within  the  limits  of  the  said  Corporation, 
and  shall  be  situate  : — One  at  Matthew  Hall’s,  iSunias; 
one  at  Theo.  Dunville’s,  Sardis;  one  at  Henry  Kipp’s, 
Ceutreville  ; one  at  John  Bell’s,  Fairfield  Islaixd  ; one 
at  David  Nelenxs’,  Cheanx ; provided  always,  that 
whenever  a Pound  is  not  secure  the  Pound-keeper  may 
confine  any  anixxxal  liable  to  be  impounded  in  any  en- 
closed space  within  the  limits  of  the  Corporation. 

8.  That  the  Reeve  and  Council  shall,  from  time  to 
time  as  occasion  shall  require,  appoint  a responsible 
person  to  serve  in  the  office  of  Pound-Keeper,  who 
shall  hold  his  office  at  the  pleasure  of  such  Reeve  and 
Council,  and  be  generally  under  their  supervision  and 
direction.

(i.  Whenever  any  animal  or  animals,  which  have 
been  running  at  large  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
this  by-law,  shall  have  been  impounded,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Pound-Keeper  daily  to  furnish  such 
animals  with  good  and  sufficient  food,  water  and  shel- 
ter during  the  whole  time  that  such  animals  continue 
impounded,  and  for  so  doing  he  shall  be  entitled  to 
demand  and  receive  the  following  allowance,  viz.: — 
For  every  stallion  or  colt,  fifty  cents  per  day;  for 
every  bull  or  bull  calf,  fifty  cexxts  per  day  ; for  every 
ram,  twenty -five  cents  per  day  ; and  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  him  to  detain  any  such  animal  until  payment  of 
such  allowance. 

7.  The  said  allowance  xxiay  be  recovered  with  costs 
by  summary  proceedings  before  any  Justice  or  Justices 
of  the  Peace  having  jurisdiction  within  the  said  Cor- 
poration.

9.  In  all  cases  the  Pound-Keeper  shall,  within  48 
hours  after  the  anixxxal  shall  have  beexx  impounded, 
cause  a notice  thereof  in  writing  to  be  affixed  on  some 
conspicuous  place  on  the  Pouxid  gate,  anil  on  some  con- 
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spicuons  part  of  the  Town  Hall  of  the  said  Corpo- 
ration, which  notice  shall  give  a particular  description 
of  the  animal,  and  shall  specify  when  and  where  the 
same  is  to  he  sold,  and  if  the  owner  of  such  animal,
